Thank you for providing the revised version of the Your Coast app via email on April 20,2018. 
We are happy to note that the app has been significantly improved, and I would like to thank 
you, Mr. Parker, and your team for their efforts. In testing the app we have identified a few 
additional modifications that are required before the app can be finalized for public release. 

Please address the following issues and submit a revised .api executable and full code of the app 
for the review and approval of Commission staff: 

- Currently, selecting the “Fee 5 ' filter shows, counter-intuitively, all of the access points where no 
fees are required. Please change the title of the filter to “No Fees”. 

- After selecting an access point on the map, a list of nearby access points appears at the bottom 
of the page. However, the first entry-' on the list is not the access point that was just,selected, but 
is instead another access point nearby. This caused confusion among some of our staff, who 
believed that selecting the access point at the bottom of the screen would display more 
information about the access point selected on the map. Please alter the nearby access points list 
so that the first item in the list is the selected access point. 

- After ceasing to scroll through the list of access points at the bottom of the map screen, after 
about a second, the list will suddenly move. Please address this issue. 

- If the user scrolls through the list of access points at the bottom of the page, there is no 
available method to-get-back to the map-besides scrolling-all the-way-to-the top-of-the list-Please 
revise the app to include a method to bring the user to the top of the list and show the map, such 
as allowing die selection of the “Your Coast” icon at the top of the screen. 

- Please alter the “submit a photo” functionality to send the email to vourcoast@coastal.ca.gov. 
instead of the CaliCoastalCommission@.gmail.com email address that is currently used. Please

also include the unique numerical identifier for the access point in the subject line for the email 
(e.g. displaying “ID:462” for Ocean Beach in San Francisco). 

- For access points with beach wheelchairs, the app shows the availability of the beach 
wheelchair under the disabled access icon, and displays a telephone number and text regarding 
the method to secure a reservation for a wheelchair. However, the telephone numbers included 
in this description cannot be selected or copied and therefore require the user to memorize the 
number and manually dial it into the phone. Please provide an additional method for the user to 
call this number, such as making the number selectable to start a call or adding an extra call 
button. 

- Please allow URLs in the short description of an access point to be clickable to open the 
respective website in an internet browser (e.g. see the description for Point Buchon Trail). 

- In a few instances, the autocorrect function will change the words entered into the search field. 
For example, typing “koa campground” into the search bar will instead change the search term to 
“kia campground”, which prevents the display of the appropriate access point. Please address 
this issue. 

- Please allow the search field to also search the short description field for each access point It 
would be preferable if this function would give preference to the name of the access point and 
provide results associated with the short description afterwards. 

- Entering the terms with certain punctuation marks, such as the following: “ “Rip” ”, 

“ Ma-le’l ”, or “ Hikshari' ” into the search field do not show any results, instead of depicting 
the “Lynn "Rip" Van Winkle Open Space”, “Hikshari’ Trail” or “Ma-Le’l Dunes” access points. 
Therefore, it appears that the search field is not correctly interpreting the use of certain special 
characters. Please address this issue. Although we note that the character ‘n’ is currently 
worldng successfully, it is possible that future access points will use other special characters and 
it is unclear if the app is compatible with those special characters. Therefore, please also ensure 
that special characters in common usage in California will function in the search, description, 
and name fields. 

- After clicking the “share location” button, a prompt box comes up with a preview of what will 
be written. Pressing the icon for twitter results in a prompt box indicating that the message will 
be autopopulated with the name of the access point, which is a useful function. However, using 
any of the sharing services, including twitter, only provides a link to the access point on 
www'. vourcoast.org. and does not include a name, location, or description of the accessway.

- After clicking the “share location** button, a prompt box comes up with a preview of what will 
be written. Pressing the icon for twitter results in a prompt box indicating that the message will 
be autopopulatcd with the name of the access point, which is a useful function However, using 
any of the sharing services, including twitter, only provides a link to the access point on 
www.vourcoast.org . and docs not include a name, location, or description of the accessrway. 

Therefore, a user viewing the shared message is unable to understand that the message is about a 
particular access point, as no information about the access point is provided. Picasc modify- the 
sharing function to autopopulate the name of the access point in the prompt box and provide any 
other information that you believe appropriate. 

As explained to me, the issue is when you want to share access point details (like the access point name, location and 
description). Sharing it most of the places it works fine. However, on Facebook they are restricting the initial text to be 
set [1] (even if we use the Facebook provided SDK). 

The recommended way to address this is to add some tags to the site HTML you want to share (2) so Facebook can 
figure out more information automatically about the site when posting. 

Adding this tags will also help other services like Google Search, Twitter, Pinterest to infer more info about the page.

I am writing in response to your request for an update on the status of compliance of Sean Parker 
and Neraida LLC (the “Respondents”) with Consent Cease and Desist Order No. CCC-13-CD-06 
and Consent Restoration Order No. CCC-13-RO-06 (the “Consent Orders”). 

As I will briefly discuss below. Respondents’ ongoing efforts cooperating with Commission staff 
have led to the satisfaction of many of the requirements of the Consent Orders. Respondents 
have fully satisfied Sections 1.2 and 6.0 of the Consent Order, regarding removal of unpermitted 
development and restoration of the Ventana Campground, and Section 12.1 of the Consent 
Orders, regarding the payment of funds to the Violation Remediation Account.. 

Respondents have also distributed all of the grant funding required pursuant to Section 12.2 of 
the Consent Orders and have monitored the completion of most of the grant projects. We 
understand that you are still monitoring a few grant projects where funds are still being expended 
to ensure consistency with the approved grant program, as required by Section 12.2 of the 
Consent Orders. During a phone call on January 30, you stated to me that you anticipate the 
rem ainin g grant projects will be completed later this year. We look forward to receiving final 
reports on the completion of these.final projects, and would like to thank Respondents again for 
their assistance in administering the grant program that has already led to significant public 
access improvements along the coastline. 

Respondents are also still working with Commission staff to satisfy Section 12.3 of the Consent 
Orders, for the creation of a final iOS public access mapping application. Respondents are 
currently working with Commission staff to finalize details of the app, publish it on the iOS 
system, and ensure the iOS mapping app is compatible with future iOS versions. Attached to this 
letter, please find the information you recently requested, which is the final information you need 
in order to produce a final version of the iOS app for our review and approval.

I am writing regarding the draft YourCoast App (“the App”) that is being developed pursuant to 
Section 12.3 of Consent Cease and Desist Order No. CCC-13-CD-06 and Consent Restoration 
Order No. CCC-13-RO-06 (“the Consent Orders”). On June 26,2018, we discussed the status of 
the App and the steps required to release the App by phone with your representative at Metalab, 
and on July 3,2018, we received a status update from Metalab identifying information necessary 
to complete and release of the App. This letter is written in response to those communications 
and identifies the additional steps we need your assistance with to release the App. Please 
address the following items. 


Terms of Use Document: 

Thank you for previously providing a draft standardized Terms of Use document to assist 
Commission staff with creating a document outlining the public’s rights and responsibilities for 
using the App. Our legal team has reviewed the suggested standardized language and identified 
a number of revisions that we believe are necessary to reflect the specific content provided by the 
YourCoast App, and to reflect that the App is owned and maintained by a governmental entity. 
However, because we have not previously worked on legal documents specifically for mobile 
applications, our legal team wants to make sure that the draft Terms of Use document 
appropriately addresses the Commission’s liability for owning and maintaining the App and to 
determine whether any of our proposed terms would conflict with the requirements for the Apple 
App Store.

Required Modifications to the YourCoast Add: 

As I discussed with your representative at Metalab on our phone call on June 26,2018, we have 
two requested changes to the YourCoast App. First, the share location function should be 
modified to omit the brief description field from the text that is auto-generated about the access 
point. For example, sharing the location,of Gray Whale Cove State Beach currently produces 
four lines of text: 

Gray Whale Cove State Beach 

Hwy. One, .5 mi. S. of Devils Slide, Montara 

White sand beach, rough surf

Although much of this information is helpful, it appears that the length of the autofilled text may 
frustrate users. Therefore, please eliminate the third line that provides the brief description and 
modify the output for access points like Gray Whale Cove State Beach to instead read as follows: 
Gray Whale Cove State Beach 
Hwy. One, .5 mi. S. of Devils Slide, Montara 
https:/'vvv> , v.coastal.ca.govY’ourCoast/#/map.''location ; Ld'4Q5 

Secondly, in our June 26,2018 call with Metalab, we notified Metalab that although their recent 
changes to the Filter function of the App successfully displayed the “No Fee” access points, it 
also created a new bug that shows locations that charge a fee, such as an aquarium or zoo, as 
having the “No Fee” attribute. Pursuant to the status update sent by Metalab on July 3,2018, it 
appears that Metalab has successfully addressed this inaccuracy in an updated version of the 
App. Please review' the App to ensure that this change has not inadvertently created any other 
problems and that there are no other lingering bugs that need to be addressed. We look forward 
to reviewing the App to verify that the App is now working successfully. 

Pursuant to our discussion with Metalab on June 26, 2018, we understand that we will next be 
able to review the App after it has been uploaded to the developer account and when Metalab 
sends it to us for final testing. We look forward to reviewing the final App, and ensuring that the 
App fully addresses the modifications requested in this and our prior letters and fully satisfies 
Section 12.3 of the Consent Orders. Please send the App when it is available to 
John.DelArroz@coastal.ca.gov, Al.Wanger@coastal.ca.gov, and 
Robert.Moddehnog@coastal.ca.gov for testing.

Developer Account Setun: 

Commission IT staff have reviewed the appropriate documentation, and they are ready to begin 
setting up the Commission’s Apple Developer Account. Based on the July 3, 2018 status update 
from Metalab, we understand that your client has agreed to pay the first five years of Developer 
Account fees to allow the Commission to host the App on the Apple App Store. Thank you for 
your assistance. Please let us know if you are able to provide that payment to Apple directly or 
what other measures are necessary' to ensure that Apple receives the required payment 
information, so that we can begin setting up the Developer Account. 

On our June 26, 2018 call. Metalab suggested that, after the Developer Account has been 
created, we schedule a time for Metalab to walk Commission staff through the functions of the 
Developer Account and to assign administrative privileges to Metalab to allow them to upload 
the App to the Developer Account. We agree that is a good idea. After we receive final 
confirmation from Apple that the Developer Account has been created successfully, we will 
contact you to set up that call.

Thank you for your e-mail on May 8,2018, in which you asked for a commitment that the 
Commission’s May 8,2018 letter contains all of the requests for modifications to the app that 
will be made by the Commission. 

We do not anticipate further change requests at this time, as Commission staff has made a 
comprehensive effort to identify all of die changes that are required to ensure that the app is 
consistent with Consent Cease and Desist Order No. CCC-13-CD-06 and Consent Restoration 
Order No. CCC-13-RO-06. However, although we do not anticipate asking for a major 
reworking of the app or asking for the addition of significant additional features, we cannot state 
that no further requests will arise; there may be a need for change requests, such as: (1) 
addressing issues that arise in the implementation of the change requests included in our May 8, 
2018 letter; or (2) providing additional fixes to the app within the 2-vear maintenance period that 
your client committed to providing. 

Again, we have conducted a thorough review of the app and we believe that the app, after 
addressing the change requests identified in the Commission’s May 8, 2018 letter, will 
successfully address the requirements of the Consent Orders, and that, with your assistance, the 
app will continue to function consistent with the Consent Orders in the two year maintenance 
period and beyond.

Thank you for your work to address the Commission’s previous modification requests to the 
YourCoast app. Although the latest release of the app has raised some additional questions to 
address, primarily regarding the idea of offline usage, we look forward to finalizing the app and 
proceeding with a public release shortly. Please see the list of requests below, and let me know 
if you believe a telephone conference would be beneficial. Thank you for your assistance. 

Offline Usage / Cached Data 

Although text information appears to be successfully cached, the app does not allow a user to 
load map tiles and photos while in cell range, and to access that information when out of cell 
range. As we discussed at the initial scoping meetings regarding the app. this is critical for the 
app to provide - to allow' users to look up the map, location, and photo information at home and 
to refer to that information in remote areas outside of cell range to find remote access points. 
Please revise the app to provide offline map and photo data. 

In our most recent conference call, we discussed methods for caching of data for the app, and 
Commission staff offered a few potential options, such as saving information associated with 
favorited locations or saving information associated with the last locations loaded. It is not clear 
what method of caching is being used in the most recently submitted app. How is the app 
determining what information to save for later usage and for how long? How is that system 
designed to ensure the public can use it in areas without cellular data coverage? Would a “clear 
cache” function in the app allow for manual reduction in cache size, addressing that issue, while 
still allowing users to save their preferences? 

Images: 

Due to the more focused caching system, discussed above, we request that you make 
modifications to the app to ensure that it is able to display any additional photos that are added to 
our database, beyond the current maximum of 4 per access point. This change will enhance the 
information provided to the user, and enhance the usefulness of the app, if the Commission 
decides that add additional photos are necessary for particular access points in the future.

We are continuing to work to provide additional images for each access point. To help with this 
effort, and drive user engagement, please add a function to allow users to submit photos to the 
Commission’s Facebook page (frttps://www.facebook.com/CaliforniaCoasta1Cornrmssion/l . We 
request that the function include text such as: “Have you taken a photo of this access point you 
would like to share? Click here” and for information about the access point to be sent along with 
the message, to allow for the submission of photos taken from the user’s phone. 

Length of Location Names and Description fields 

Will the app be able to display the entire location name, and all of the text that describes each 
access point, no matter the size? New access points in the future may have long names, that we 
would like to ensure can display correctly. We are also contemplating changing our database to 
have up to a few paragraphs of text to describe each access point, rather than the current model 
of a few words. Please ensure that the app will be able to display this length of text. Would a 
"... more” link or other similar function be available to allow the user to click to expand the field 
to see all text, if needed? 

General Issues: 

- The location details view currently shows a map that is zoomed in, which makes it difficult to 
view context of the location. Could this map be changed to zoom out a few ticks to show more 
of the surroundings? 

- Please review filters to ensure they are working properly. For instance, we have encountered a 
problem with the “Beach Wheelchair” filter, such that selecting the filter results in an elimination 
of all accessways from the list. 

- The app will crash as a result of viewing certain locations. For instance, selecting the “Big 
Lagoon” access point, which would typically result in viewing detailed information about the 
access point, instead closes the app and makes the phone show 1 the phone’s Home screen. This 
bug was reproduced multiple times on multiple devices for this particular access point. From 
reports from internal testers, there may be other access points that are also affected by this 
problem. 

- Please verify that attribute information is being correctly depicted. For instance, certain access 
locations, such as the “Bay Area Ridge Trail (San Francisco)” are not showing correct 
information regarding amenities. Although 2 amenities are shown on the YourCoast web 
version, the app shows that no amenities are available.

1. Number of photos displayed 


Request: 

Ability to display more than 4 photos for each access point/location. 

Background: 

Currently the data feed from CCC is hard coded to allow for up to 4 photos max. We can 
update the app to allow for more than 4 photos but need to know how the data will be 
formatted. 

Questions: 

1. If the CCC will continue to hard code the number of photos in their feed we will 
need to know how many they'll plan to have so we can reflect that number in the 
app. 

2. If they move to a photo array structure (that would allow them to accommodate 
potentially unlimited photos), we would also need to know the feed structure to 
update just the same 

Note: if the CCC plans to have many more than 4 photos we would need to know 
the extent of this in case it requires changes to design/page layout. 

Proposed solution: 

We will assume that all photos they add will have a key with the format 'Photo_X\ 
Currently this is how the photo keys are formatted, but there are only 4 photos in the 
data. We will use the 'X' value in the Photo_X' key to sort the images. 'X' must be a 
number and must be sequential. This will make the app proactively ready for CCC to add 
images, but they will have to follow our direction. 


CCC Response: 

• 12/05: Would like 50 photos max. 

• 12/05: They are looking into how the existing photos are keyed and confirming that the 
proposed solution works. 



2. User submitted photos to Facebook 


Request: 

Allow the user to submit their photos from an access point/location to the CCC Facebook 
page. 

Background: 

Currently there is no way for a user to submit a photo directly from an app through to 
automatically become a post on a Facebook page. However, we assume that the CCC 
does not want people posting photos to the page without some curation or review. 

Proposed solution: 

If the above is correct, we could suggest that users share their photos with the CCC via 
email. Steps could be as follows: 

1. User navigates to a location page 

2. User clicks link "Have you taken a photo of this access point you'd like to share? 
Email it to us!" 

3. User is prompted to (a) take a photo or (b) select photos 

4. User takes photo/or selects photos and this automatically opens up an email 
addressed to the CC with the photo(s) attached. Data from the access point is 
automatically populated in the email 

5. Upon hitting send’, an email with photo(s) and access point information are sent 
to the CCC. Even if user is offline when email is created, all access point info will 
still be passed to the email, email will remain in outbox until user is online. 

The CCC will be able to review user submitted photos and decide which images to post 
to the Facebook page. We could also pass the access point name to the subject line of 
the email if that would make reviewing/searching for submissions easier for the CCC 
team. 


CCC Response: 

• 12/05: They are fine with the above approach. 



3. Access point name and description text display length 


Request: 

Because some access point names and descriptions will be longer, we need to make 
sure they fit within the current design. 

Question: 

Here's an example of how we have it working on the location details page - the text for 
both the title and description will wrap and is flexible to handle the longer text.

5. Releasing the app on the App Store

(Long story short, the DUNS number is required to enroll as an organization, if you don't have a DUNS 
number you have to enroll as an individual and must release your app to the store under a personal 
name.) 


2. Email Account - once we have your DUNS number we can proceed with creating the Apple ID and 
need the email account you'd like us to sign-up with. I believe that the domain vourcoastaPD.com was 
purchased so if you create another email account using that domain (e.g. dev@yourcoastapp.com) we 
can use that. Once/if you guys take over the app in-house you can simply reset the password so we 
won't have access anymore.

I hope that summer has been treating you well so far. We're excited to get back to the Coastal app and are 
looking forward to our call next Monday. 

I wanted to send a quick note here to mention a couple things now that could help us speed things up down the 
line. (If you've already created the Coastal Apple Developer account then you can disregard this!) 

In order to create the developer account to release to the app store we'll need 3 things. #1 being the main 
dependency. 

1. DUNS number - it's possible that you have one already and if so this is great as this one takes the most 
time. If not it's free and easy to apply, the catch is that it takes time to get - information/steps on how to 
apply for the number is available on Apple's website here: https://developer.apple.com/support/D-U-N-S/ 

(Long story short, the DUNS number is required to enroll as an organization, if you don't have a DUNS 
number you have to enroll as an individual and must release your app to the store under a personal name.) 


2. Email Account - once we have your DUNS number we can proceed with creating the Apple ID and 
need the email account you'd like us to sign-up with. I believe that the domain vourcoastapp.com was 
purchased so if you create another email account using that domain (e.g. dev/5'vourcoastapp.com ) we can 
use that. Once/if you guys take over the app in-house you can simply reset the password so we won't have 
access anymore. 


3. Credit Card - the cost for the Apple Developer organization-level account is $99 per year. I believe 
they only accept payment via Credit Card. 


If you have any questions on this feel free to drop me a line anytime. If i don't hear from you we'll look forward 
to speaking next Monday.

When people submit a photo (of an access point location) via the app there will be some kind of disclaimer 
content required containing/addressing a few areas along the lines of the following: 

By submitting a photo you understand that: 

o You give the CCC rights to use your photo 
o You include no objectionable imagery 

o You understand there is no guarantee your image will be used in the app 
o You will not receive a a confirmation response 

Beyond just content, we also wanted to ask how this information must be displayed. Does it have to 
be displayed on the app page itself? (e.g. under the link to submit a photo), can it be displayed in a 
tooltip/bubble where you only see the information if you tap on a 'more info' icon for example. We can 
also pre-populate the email with the disclaimer text so this is an option as well.

Thank you for your e-mail on May 18,2018, in which you request clarification regarding how to 
implement the sharing function on the YourCoast App which you are currently developing. 

We have added the OpenGraph metadata to the YourCoast.org website as recommended in the 
Facebook documentation that you provided to us. However, as we understand it, the Facebook 
scraper service that creates the sharing preview does not allow client-side execution of 
JavaScript, and instead requires the Commission’s servers to render our web app’s views. This 
would require a major change to the Commission’s web servers and is infeasible at this time. 
However, we believe that the recent changes to the YourCoast.org website mean that the 
Commission’s website will be compatible with the Facebook scraper sendee if and/or when 
Facebook updates to allow client-side rendering of JavaScript. 


We are open to exploring any ideas your team may have regarding improving compatibility with 
the Facebook service that would not require server-side rendering. Please let us know if you 
have any suggestions. 

For the other websites mentioned in our letter, we continue to believe that ensuring the sharing 
service provides additional information, such as the name and location of the accessway, is 
important to making sure that the sharing function is usable.

In regards to the disclaimer we want to display to users who submit photos for a location we did some research 
we wanted to share with you quickly. 

Benjamin provided a few docs/templates that would typically be used in a T&C/PrivacyPolicy situation. This 
might be too extensive for our use in the app however since we are not actually creating user accounts and 
collecting any account data. 

I tried to find some of the terms the CCC used in the photo competition, i couldn't find much directly related to 
that competition but did find this doc , the section starting with "I hereby grant and assign to the California 
Coastal Commission (CCC)..." might be all you need with a few tweaks. 

The Guardian in the uk also has some terms specific to photo submissions that we might be able to leverage 
with the obvious tweaks as well. 

So you can get an idea of how this would work in the app. I've attached a screenshot from the app with a modal 
window displaying some placeholder disclaimer text. It would be best to minimize scroll as much as possible 
but could be full screen if needed. We assume we'll have to have the user 'accept' before proceeding to submit a 
photo so we'd like to maximize the chance that they will not be dissuaded by a w'all of legal but at the same time 
understand that we need to make sure the understand the terms of the submission. 

There are probably a few' w'avs this could be addressed so is there someone at the CCC who would be able to 
advise on the best approach? and more specifically let us know what we need to include in the disclaimer?
